Bom Last Year. 

Jacksonville, Fla., December 31—(Speei4l.)

ville for the -ytar 1894 are of especia in- 
terest in Georg. There were shipped ‘rom 
this point during the twelve months @ded 
tenight 72,542,325feet of Plorida pine lumber, 
of which about 4,000 feet went to dompstic 
and 8,000,000 to foreign ports. There ‘Vere 
also 1,808,000 fe@ of cypress, exclusiv: of 
crossties, shippef to coastwise ports. Phis 
output of lumbe@ was by water, the rail- 
road shipments teing also very large. Dur- 
ing the same period 907,277 boxes of 
oranges were shipped from this port 0 do- 
mestic points. The fire department. was 
called out 143 timps during the year, 13 of 
the fires being itside the fire limits and 
thirty-one outsid4 The loss by fire was 
very light. ; 

During 1894 th@e were 464 mariage 
licenses issued in this county, 157 to White 
couples and 307 to @lored.

Washington, December 31.—There was re- 
cent attempt to silence those cavilers and 
carpers who find foolish fault with General 
Black for drawing two salaries; one as rep- 
resentative and the other as United States 
attorney. lt is, however, one’s sad duty to 
admit that the attempt failed. The cavil- 
ers still cavil and the carpers still carp. 
It was made plain that all General Black 
aimed at was to withhold the common- 
wealth which owes him so much, from go- 
ing riotously forth and spending its money 
like a drunken sailor, to elect his successor. 
General Black’s motive in hanging in his 
house seat like a drowning man to a hatch 
cover, was to save money to the public; 
his two salaries flowing in were incidentals 
beyond his control. In spite of an unusu- 
ally clear setting forth of General Black’s 
pious monetary feelings on the subject of 
public extravagance, and his determina- 
tion to hold two offices and prevent it as 
far as lay in his power, criticism still wags. 
So far from silencing General Black’s de- 
tractors the well meant efforts to that end, 
which shone at the heaé of a recent column, 
have only caused that abandoned brood to 
redouble their malicious chatterings. Not 
content with pointing to General Black’s 
salary of $5,000 as United States attorney, 
and General Black’s salary of $6,000 as rep- 
resentative, and General Black’s mileage 
and stationery allowances, these narrow 
souls now enlarge upon General  Black’s 
pension of $100 per month. 

In their malice they bring up the fact 
that this pension is drawn on a theory that 
General Black is totally disabled; as if 
that were any argument. They pretend 
surprise that a totally disabled man can 
still be of s0 much use as to earn two $5,000 
salaries at one and the same time. Don't 
these besotted wretches know that just as 
one may be a liar in a Pickwickian sense 
without being a liar in fact, just so a& man 
may be totally disabled in a pension sense 
without being disabled at all. But what 
boots it talking to such mudheads. Their 
purpose is to vilify a good man and a great 
economist; they care nothing for truth. 
They are unworthy General Black’s. notice, 
Let the general bend to the economic oar, 
let him draw his salariés, and his mileages, 
and his allowances, and his pension; let him 
take the aggregate $12,000 to his annual 
arms, and remembering that yirtue is its 
own reward, let him despise his yelping 
traducers. 

Life, in the Far East. 

It has never beeh customary to associate 
the president with any of those graceful 
politenesses of the softer and more social 
side of life. That impression of him which 
gains general ground is that the president 
is of a rugged, hardy, unromantic type: 

“A primrose by a river's brim, 
A simple primrose was to him.’’ 

That is the world’s notion of Cleveland, 
Yet he can bend like any willow if one but 
bring him a breeze. Yesterday Senator Mar- 
tin, of Kansas, finding an idle hour on his 
hands. was escorting Miss Edith Crane 
and Miss.Georgia Wells about the town 
with true senatorial courtesy. Miss Crane 
and Miss Wells are charming actresses 
just now playing at a local theater. Under 
convoy of Senator Martin the ladies invaded 
the white house. Once there, just to give 
his fair charges an impression of the power 
and range of a-senaior, the Kansas states- 
man sent their cards to Cleveland. The 
color left Thurber’s cheek when the order 
came to show the senator und the ladies 
in. Thurber sank, dizzy and sick, into his 
chair, while the procession of pomp and 
beauty, senator and actresses, passed on 
to the president. Then Cleveland, being in 
a Christmas spirit, bestowed upon each 
young woman an autograph photograph of 
himself and a red and blushing rose. Such 
is life in the far east! 

The Cockran-Croker Squabtle. 

The row between Cockran and Croker, 
while still more or less discussed, is more 
laughed at than seriously considered. These 
people are much more tremendous person- 
alities in the south than at home, and be- 
long to that school of greatness the mem- 
bers whereof have most fame where least 
known. Croker was merely the center of 
a corrupt coterie; the root of the Tammany 
evil. ‘The rancor against Cockran isn’t con- 
tined to Croker; it runs everywhere throtgh- 
out Tammany hall and includes the last, 
meanest member. They think Cockran is 
holding his head too high. Cockran, with- 
in the memory of all of them,was very much 
an unsuccess; of erratic and unprofitable 
habit, wholly under the wheel of drink, 
and at times in absolute want of bed and 
dinner. His capital was his education and 
his fluent, glib tongue. Cockran is well re- 
called by those who hate him now, as a 
sordid figure about lower New York. These 
were Cockran’s hard days. But, even then, 
Tammany, Which uses everybody from the 
tramps and hobos up, and;in its day has 
hired Talmage, found work/for Cockran. He 
did it well. About that hour, too, he got 
the weather gauge of whisky and by dint of 
hard sailing has kept it to leeward ever 
since.

A HORRIBLE BUTCHERY. 


James McMullen Cheops His Wife to 
Death and Cuts His Own Throat, 

Pittsburg, December 31.—James McMul- 
len, a laborer living im a small tenement 
house opposite the exposition building at 
Point, with a butgher, chopped his wife to 
death at 3:30 o’clock this miorning and at- 
tempted suicide, | 

McMullen lived with his wife and three 
children in three small rooms on the second 
floor. Last pight McMuller brought’ heme 
beer, whieh: his wite’ wsisied hinr 
drinking; then both went to bed. About 2 
o'clock MeMullen’s wife was awakened by 
his curses and arose ‘vith the intention of 
pacifying him. McMuilen became incensed 
at her interference and beat her. He then 
picked up a blunt hatchet and repeatedly 
struck her about the face and neck. 

The two older children were awankened 
by their mother’s cries and ran into fthe 


| room. Upon seeing ileir mother vainly en- 
| deavoring to ward off the murderous blows 


of their father, they aroused the people in 
the adjoining tenements. When the neigh- 
bors rushed into the house the wife was 
lying in a pool of blood and McMgillen was 
stretched with his feet under the stoye 
and his throat cut from ear to ear, the 
wind pipe being severed. Both rooms pre- 
sented a horrible” appearance. The walls 
were besmeared with blood and small pools 
of blood had accumulated on the floor. Ly- 
ing at the feet of his mother the little six- 
months-old babe was feebly crying for its 
mother, its face covered with blood.

Undertaker Clark notified the 
father, C. W. Miller, 32 South Second 
street, Newark, O. This address was 
learned from the back of a photograph on 
which was also written: 

“I thank you all for what you can do 
for me and look for a better reward if 
heaven.” 

In the suicide’s clothes were a, photograph 
of his wife and her sister (taken together), 
a2 gold watch and chuin and a few cents. 
He had remarked to the clerk when regis- 
tering that his trunk was at the depot. 

The strange feature of the affair is that 
nobody in the house was aroused by Mil- 
ler’s shot. The man was apparently twen- 
ty-three years old.

HIS BROTHER CALLED FOR HIS MAIL 


A Lady Accompanied Him and Both 
Were Followed. 


THE BROTHERS DENY RELATIONSHIP 


Finally One Breaks Down and Owns Up 
to the Truth—Prompt Work Done 
by the Officers. 


New Orleans, La., Deeember 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The United States marshal this 
morning received a warraat from Macon, 
Ga., directing him to arrest A. F. Holt, 
late postmaster at Valdosta, Ga., charged 
with having unlawfully embezzled and ccon- 
verted to his own use the sum of $2,200. 

Chief Deputy LeBlanc then prepared an 
envelope, inclosing a blank piece of paper 
addressed to “A. F. Holt, city.” 

The decoy letter was deposited in the 
office and the clerk at the general delivery 
window was instructed to notify the post- 
master and marshal as soon as Holt should 
call for the missive. Within a few minutes 
after their man appeared at the postoffice 
window and asked if there was any mail 
for A. F. Holt. ‘The clerk at once notified 
the marshal and Deputy Marshal Galbraith 
Lurried to the corridor of the postoffice, 
where he found a lady inquiring for Holt’s 
mail. After getting the mail she stepped 
back, and was joined by @ Man who was 
standing about twenty feet away from the 
window. 

Approached a Brother. 

At the corner of Canal and Decatur 
streets Deputy Galbraith hailed Holt, who 
said his name was not A. F., but Wat. 
Holt. The officer said he was looking for 
A. F. Holt, and was anxious to see him. 
W. T. Hol then said that A. F. Holt was 
his brother. The whereabouts. of A. F. Holt 
were asked and his brother replied that 
he had gone to the country and would re- 
turn “tomorrow.” The officer then started 
back to the custom house. Mr. W. T. 
Holt and the lady continued out Canai 
street. A few feet from the corner “of Ca- 
nal and Decatur Dep&ty Marshel Galbraith 
was joined by A, H} Misse, wayeBman in 
the postoflice, who*had been assigned by 
Postmaster Daniels to point out wr. A. F. 
Holt. Messrs. Galbraith and Misse follow- 
ed Mr. Holt and the ladygtto the corner 
of Royal and Canal streets, where they were 
met by two men.—The four held a close 
eopeyltation of three or four minutes. . 

The two men who nad joined Holt and 
tis wife walked out Canal etreet. Deputy 
Galbraith shadowed Holt and wife and 
Misge shadcwed the two men.’ At the cor- 
ner of Carondelet and Canal Mr. Holt was 
informed by the officer that he was needed 
at the marsh’l’s office; DCeputy~ Galdraith 
Started back with him, and on the way down 
was informed that A. F. Holt, the party 
wanted, had been in the city, but was out.

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MEETING OF THE SEVENTY. 
Its First Since the Election—Business 
Transacted. 

New York, December 31.—The committee 
of seventy met for the first time since the 
election in the rooms of the Chamber of 
Commerce today. its purpose was to rec- 
ommend to the legislature for passage the 
bills drafted by the various subcommittees. 
These bills include the power of removal 
bill, the public hearing bill, and the civil 
service bill. , 

After the calling of the roll William B. 
Hornblower, ot the legislative committee, 
arose and reported. His report was a brief 
resume of the work of the committee on 
the public hearing and power of removal 
bills. He announced that the executive 
committee had, at a recent meeting, asked 
Senatur Lexow to introduce the bill in the 
senate and urged their immediate presenta- 
ticn to the legislature. 

The secretary them read the two bills. 
The first is entitled: “‘An act to provide 
for public notice aud opportunity for a 
piblic hearing before the mayor of any 
city of the first class concerning ail special 
city laws relating to such city.’”’ The sec- 
ond is: ‘“‘An act to authorize the mayor of 
the city of New York to make removals 
frcm public offices in,certain cases.” 

Both of these bills had already been pub- 
lished, so that their reading was a mere 
fcrmality. 

John Chaflin introduced a brief resolution 
that the committee’s report be accepted 
and the bills passed through the legisla- 
ture with all possible speed. The resolu- 
tion was unanimously carried and the meet- 
ing adjourned. :

A WAITER GIVES HIS EXPERIENCE 


While Warning Others to Run He 


Was Overcome. 


MOST OF THE DEAD WERE EMPLOYES 


A Traveler for-a Jewelry House Had 
Trucks in His Room Containing 
Vaiuables Worth $50,000. 


Albany, N. Y., ‘December 31.—Later devei- 
opments in the Delavan house fire show 
that at least six servants are unaccounied 
for. They are Mary and Nora Sullivan, 
chambermaids, sisters; bridget Fitzgibbon, 
pantry girl; two colored cooks whuse names 
Were not ascertained, and a man named 
Fernando, employed in the steward’s de- 
partment. The pay roll has not been fully 
verified and it may be that several pérsons 
perished, John Norman, one of the waiters, 
says he took Louis Payne, the well known 
friend of Hamilton Fish, to room 303 just 
before the fire broke out. He returned io 
the office to get his traps for Payne and ‘le- 
livered them. As Norman was returning 
to the elevator dense smoke appeared and 
he rushed around from room to room to 
Sive the alarm to guests who were in their 
rccms, Norman was overcome by smoke, 
Which he s2ys was so dense as to blind him 
and make it impossible to breathe. He fell 
unconscious and lay upon the floor some 
time. Guests came running out, and some 
One stumbled over him and heavily. 
This aroused him enough so that he got up 
and reached a window where he could 
fresty air. He escaped from the buildiag 
none the worse for his experience. 

Norman said this morning that many of 
the servants must have perished in this 
way. He says they were apprised of the 
fire in time to’ save themselves, but that 
they ran around to arouse the guests, and 
in doing this they were overcome by the 
smoke, Norman was on the fourth floor of 
the hotel. The servants had their rooms on 
the fifth floor and he thinks that those 
above him were cut off from all escape. 

Searching for the Dead, 

Messrs Hertz & Moore, proprietors of the 
burned hotel, devoted this morning to hunt- 
ing for their missing employes. During the 
morning they found one of these, but up to 
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1l o’clock several! others could not be found. 
It was feared that a number of employes 
were burned alive. Charles Rosecranz, one 
of the night clerks, could not be found, He 
was in a room on the fourth floor. Heisa 
son of William E. Resecranz, secretary of 
the Hotelmen’s Association. 

Mrs. F. 8S. Hill, housekeeper, is missing. 
She had a room on the top floor. Mary and 
TFridget Sullivan and Bridget Fitzgibbons, 
servants, who were on the top floor, have 
been given up as having perished. 

Kate Crowley, an employe, is thought to 
be dead, as she is missing. So far as known 
none of the guests were lost in the fire. 

At the Albany hospital at noon the physi- 
cians said the four fire patients remaining 
there would recover. 

Mrs. Henry I. Fuvokes, wife of the agent 
of The American Cash Register Company, 
of Dayton, O., was the only death, she is 
dying at the hospital. She jumped from a 
fourth story window and it was her hus- 
band who clung to the rope fire escape, his 
feet resting on the cornice of a third-story 
window, for over ten minutes before a lad- 
der was reached to him. 

No attempt has yet been made to exam- 
ine the ruins, There are still two streams 
playing upon the smoking mass of debris. 
The hotel proprietors say hotel employes 
had discovered the fire and had ample op- 
portunity to extinguish it before spreading, 
but for the lack of water. The house hose 
was stretched but there was no force in the 
water pipes and but a small stream could 
be secured. 

The Bradley-Martins were dining in state 
in one of the small dining rooms when the 
fire broke out. They had only time to es- 
cape and saved almost nothing. 

Thirteen | Perished. 

The latest estimate is that thirteen 
ployes of the hotel perished in the Delaven 
house fire last night. Three are men’ and 
ten are women. A consefvative estimate 
of the loss is $150,000 on the building, which 
is insured for $160,000, and $50,000 on the fur- 
niture, which > The

is insured\ for $37,500. 
rents of the hotel are insufed for $26,000.

CHARGES AGAINST CLARK 


Heard Before Judge Luring in Chat- 
tanooga Yesterday. 

Chattanooga, Ténn., December 31.—In the 
United States circuit court today, before 
Judge Lurton, the charges of unprofessional 
conduct against Clark and Brown were 
heard on their motion asking an immediate 
hearing. The determination of these 
charges, which were embodied in a peti- 
tion filed October 10, 1894, wy Barr & Mc- 
Adoo, acting for the bondholders of the 
Chattanooga Union Kailway Company, will 
settie the matter of Clark’s reconfirmation 
by the senate to succeed Judge Key. Con- 
gressman-elect Foster V. Brown was con- 
ducting the litigation for his firm as local 
counsel of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, New York, trustees, while 
Judge Clark’s only connection with the case 
was during Brown’s canvass in the iate 
campaign, Consequently the petition which 
was not pushed, was not brought to 
Brown's attention: till December 20th, by 
the filing of charges in Washington against 
his partner, Judge Clark. An exhaustive 
answer was then filed to all allegations in 
the petition. 

Today none of the bondholders were pres- 
ent and an attempt was made to continue 
the hearing till. January 10th, but Judge 
Lurton ruled that as the motion related to 
professional conduct it should be decided by 
the record and correspondence in the case. 

The day was spent in reading the court 
record and the voluminous correspondence 
between Clark and Brown and Turner, Mce- 
Clure & Kolston, New Yorw« attorneys for 
the trustees. Arguments of attorneys will 
be heard tomorrow and a decision will 
probably be rendered in the afternoon. 

Many prominent lawyers wbo heard the 
testimony say that the charges resulted 
from a misapprehension of the facts in the 
long litigation and that the record and cor- 
respondence fully sustained the course of 
Clark and Brown as above reproach, care- 
ful and conscientious, 
are, first, that $5,100 was an exorbitant fee 
for their servicés; and, second, that they 
accepted employment for the trustees while 
representing creditor or antagonistic inter- 
est. The evidence showed: that the ac- 
cused had fablen out of the case of their 
Client, James, before taking new service. 

Attorney Barr,, on'the witness stand, tes- 
tified that he drafted the petition here, but 
the paragraph charging unprofessional con- 
duct was inserted after it reached his 
partner in New York. His relations with 
Judge Clark had always been pleasant. He 
Said that after his firm became attached 
to the bondholders’ cause a letter was cir- 
culated, as they were informed, in New 
York by Clark & Brown discrediting his 
firm’s commection with the suit, that Clark 
at once lent his aid to repudiate the false 
missive, but Brown aid not, and October 
15, 1894, the petition was filed at the in- 
Stance of H. W. Bartal, a _ bondholder. 
Collus‘on with Judge Shepherd, counsgl for 
the recelver, was aiso-allegéd in the peti- 
tion, but the charge was not supported. 

This community felt greatly reffeved after 
the reading of the record, which showed 
that Clark and Brown courted investigation 
as to the amount of their fees or any action 
in the premises.

ONLY ABOUT 100 IN THE MOB 


Most of the Murderers Are Now Residents 
of the County, So the Resolutions De- 
clare—The Commissioners Said Not. 


Savannah, Ga., December 31—A Morning 
News special from Quitman, Ga., says: 

“At a meeting of several hundred colored 
citizens held today at which every dis- 
trict of the county was represented and 
of which Henry Williams was chairman, 
the following resolutions were unanimously 


adopted: 

“ ‘Resolved, 1. That we do heartily ap- 
prove and concur in the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the board of county commissioners 
of Brooks county at its last meeting with 
regard to the recent crimes committed in 
our community. 

"2. That we earnestly hope that Waverly 
Pike will be brought to a speedy and im- 
partial trial for the killing of Mr. Joseph 
Isom, and that he may pay the penalty if 
found guilty, by the courts; and we ape 
the murderers of our race shall be speedi- 
ly forced to trial and compelled to pay the 
penalty for their crimes; and that we ur- 
gently appeal to the authorities to arrest 
the persons charged with these murders and 
to vindicate the majesty of the law. 

“8 That we repudiate and condemn the 
published reports in regard to this unfortu- 
nate affair which were calculated to cause 
trouble. Without attempting in any way 
to make excuses for the crime of Waverly 
Pike, we say without hesitation and after 
full investigation, that the people of 
Marion district were not armed and pre- 
pared for a race war, but, on the contrary, 
made every effort to avoid any trouble with 
the mob of 75 or 100 people, most of them 
now residents of our county, which, in the 
search of Waverly Pike, committed the 
most atrocious crime in the history of the 
county. We wish to clear the good name of 
our county from all. such troubles. 

“4 That we are giad to say that the 
best citizens of our county condemned in 
unmeasured terms the recent acts of law- 
lessness in our county. We believe if they 
had not come to our help as soon as they 
did, More murders would have been com- 
mitted. . “ 

“5 That we request the press_that has 
given such wide circulation to the false re- 

rts in connection with this affair to pub- 
lish these resolutions.”

STATEMENT FROM SATOLLI 


About the Decree Concerning Secret 
Societies. 

Washington, December $1.—Owing to mis- 
apprehension, caused by the publication of 
statements that the decree concerning se- 
cret societies was not final, and wag sub- 
mitted to the bishops in order to secure 
from them their opinions thereon, Monsig- 
nor Satolii authorizes the following 
brief staten:ent of facts to set at rest mis- 
apprehension and possible misrepresenta- 
tion: The archbishups of the United States 
have taken counsel with respect to the so- 
cieties, namely, the Odd Fellows, the Sons 
of Temperance and the Knights of Pythias. 
The archbishops decided that the whole 
question should be submitted to the apos- 
tolic see. In a communication from his 
eminence, Cardinal Monaco, to Monsignor 
Satolli, this action of the genera] congrega- 
tion of cardinals to whom his holiness 
committed the question, is made: The con- 
gregation, after considering carefully the 
matter, made a decree. The decree his 
holiness confirmed and gave it effect. The 
decree is, therefore, transmitted to all arch- 
bishops, bishops and other ordinaries of 
the United States, to be by them carried 
into effect. Monsignor Satolli has acted 
merely as the medium*?of transmission. 
But, in view of the contradictory and con- 
fusing reports emanating from various parts 
of the country, the facts are thus briefly 


stated.

ehant, said yesterday that he believed the 
new year would bring general improvement 
in business. “Collections have never been 
better with me than during the past fall. 
My experience is that the close times have 
taught the merchants and the people pru- 
dence and that they have bought only 
what they needed. They will be even more 
prudent this‘year. Five-cent cotton has not 
been as disastrous to the farmers as is 
generally supposed. A bale of cotton now 
will buy almost as much of the necessities 
of life as it would two years ago when the 
price of_cotton was higher. 

“I am prepared to say that the farmers 
have now more corn, more home-raised 
meat and are better prepared to live at 
home than they have been. They have 
raised more corn, more hbreadstuffs and 
have raised more meat than in former 
years. I think business will improve during 
the new year.”’ 

Mr. John A. Donavan, southern manager 
of Dun’s agency, takes a rather hopeful 
view of things. He says: 

“The year 1894 may be likened unto a pe- 
riod of convalenscence after the acute at- 
tack of a panic in 1893. , 

“The immediate effect of 5-cent cotton has 
not been so disastrous as generally suppos-° 
ed. The volume of business failures has not 
been increased to any alarming extent. 
That there must be a large amount of in- 
debtedness carried over into the new year 
is certain. A most gratifying degree of in- 
dulgence has enabled many good merchants 
to save themselves from failure by having 
their indebtedness extended until spring and 
fall of 1895. 

“It is doubtless certain that overproduc- 
tion is a large factor in the causes produc- 
ing low prices for cotton, but it is equally 
sure that it is not the cnly cause. The whole 
world for several years, or ever since the 
celebrated Baring failure has been suffer- 
ing from hard. times. As the prestire is 
gradually relieved prices of cotton, as well 
as other egricultural products, must grow 
better. : 

“Failures in the state of Georgia during 
the year of 1894 were in round numbers 
about 345, with liabilities of $3,800,000.

000. In 1893 there were 335 failures, with 
liabilities of $3,200,000. The loss over assets 
amounted to $1,500,000. The average loss to 
each failure was about 34,000, In 1892 there 
were 210 failures with liabilities of about 
$2,000,000. The average loss to creditors for 
,each failure was about $4,000. These compar- 
isons indicate but a small increase of fail- 
ures and a decrease of one-half in average

What Is the Remedy’? 

The editor of The Stockholder, which 
is one of the most intelligent and con- 
servative of the market journals of Wall 
street, is inclined to take a gloomy view 
of the situation. He calls attention to 
the fact that the people were promised 
relief and prosperity if congress would 
repeal, unconditionally, the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. Then, when 
that failed, it was said the tariff changes 
would help matiers. No help coming 
from that source, it was said that a re- 
publican victory in the fall elections 
would relieve the depression. The dem- 
ocratie voters remained away from home 
and the republicans had a walk-over, 
but the depression continues to deepen 
and grow worse. Now it is said that 
the retirement of the greenbacks and 
legal tender noies. and the issue of 
bank notes in their place would mend 
the situation. 

The editor of The Stockholder says 
he doesn’t believe that any of the cur- 
rency plans would mend matters a par- 
ticle, and he adds: “What congress 
can do to relieve this state of things is 
past my comprehension.” In ‘other 
words, the editor is so discouraged that 
he is ready to discard his thinking ap- 
paratus, throw it over the fence, sit 
down in the middle of the road and per- 
‘mit events to run over him rougb-shod. 

But there is no reason why so intelli- 
gent a man should not reason the matter 
out on the basis of fact, common sense 
and experience. What is the root of 
the whole trouble? The scarcity of the 
volume of our primary money, which is 
gold. It is so scarce, and there is such 
-a growing demand for it, both at home 
and abroad, that the treasury, in order 
to maintain anything like an adequate 
reserve fund, is compelled to resort to 
the expedient of unlawfully. issuing 
bonds to increase the supply. 

But, as has been seen, these 
issues do not increase the supply at all. 
On the contrary, the European demand 
is of such a character that the available 
stock of gold in this country is con- 
stantly growing smaller. Every ounce 
of gold that goes abroad stays there 
and decreases to that extent not only 
the yolume of. our circulation but the 
volume of our money of redemption. 
The sériousness of this movement. does 


' not seem to occur to the financial ex- 


perts in the east. 
When; the treasury 
does not add a dollar to the stock of 
gold in’the country. On the contrary 
it gets a part of the same gold it has 
had before, together with such addi- 
tions 4s ‘the banks feel they can spare 
to the foréign houses which demand 
gold for-expo™. But. the banks are 
Aourly growing more sensitive on the 
subject. Since the last bond issue they 
have already. drawn out of the treasury 
for safe keeping twelve or fifteen mil- 
lions more. gold than has been exported. 
This shows that\the Wall street banks 
are groy | med 
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dy said : 


plan now pending in the house would 
give the people and the business of the 
country no real relief, except im so far 
as they would have a tendency to bring 
about a suspension of gold payments, 
and this suspension could be very easily 
taken advantage of by the eastern 
usurers to produce a panic almost as se- 
rious as that occasioned by the closing 
of the Indian mints to silver in June, 
1893. 

The editor of The Stockholder says 
the remedy for this state of things is 
past his comprehension. But why? 
There is but one possible remedy, and 
that is the enlargement of the volume of 


} our primary money—our money of final 


redemption. This enlargement is only 
possible through a return to bimetallism 
—the reopening of our mints to silver 
on the same terms with gold. The re- 
monetization of silver might temporarily 
drive gold out of circulation and send 
it abroad, but this would only have a 
tendency to lift the level of prices in 
Europe and thus enable our producers 
to get that much more for their cotton, 
wheat and other commodities. The 
vacuum oceasioned here by the with- 
drawal of gold could easily be filled 
With currency certificates issued by the 
government against deposits of bonds, 
as. suggested by Mr. St. John, president 
of the Mercantile National bank, of New 
York. 

When the people of the United States 
compel their official servants to restore 
silver: as a pgrt of the primary money 
of the country then they will have per- 
manent prosperity, and not before.

What the Shylocks Suggest. 

When one of the richest men in the 
country was asked sometime ago to sug- 
gest a remedy for hard times, he terse- 
“Make one suit of clothes last 
as long as you formerly made two suits 
last.”” 

Other gold standard men give similar 
advice. They write to the newspapers 
advocating two meals a day instead of 
three. They. declare that meat is un- 
hecessury, agi make out a bill of vege- 
table fare Which they say would cost a 
workingman only $1 a week. One fel- 
low bolder than fhe others says to the 
famine-stricken people of Nebraska: “If 
you must have meat, why not eat dog?’ 

This is the sort of talk we hear from 
the tew who are being enriched by the 
coniraction of the currency, while the 
masses are sinking into the depths of 
poverty. Not one of them suggests the 
only true Fethedy—the undoing of the 
great crime of 1873, by which silver was 
demonetized and half of our currency 
stricken down. 

On the contrary, these big financiers 
ean think of nothing better than to ad- 
vise the American wage worker to go 
half clad, live on half rations and eat 
dog. 

This is not economy; it is misery. But 
it is a long lane that has no turning. In 
this country public sentiment must 
finally rule, and the ballot will bring 
the people on' top. When we put an 
end to the rule of Wall street the aver- 
age American’ citizen will always be 
sure of three square meals a day, decent 
clothing and the ordinary comforts of 
life. 


The Old Year’s History. 

The year just closed has been one of 
the gloomiest in our. history. 

At its beginning the financial depres- 
sion had caused many industries to shut 
down, throwing hundreds of thousands 
of toilers out of employment. 

‘So great was the suffering in New 
York, Chicago and Boston that public 
and private measures of relief were re- 
sorted to for the benefit of the poor. So- 
cieties and churches opened cheap eat- 
ing houses, and supplies were donated 
to the destitute. 

In Boston, last February, a mob 
marched into the statehouse demanding 
work and making loud threats. Governor 
Greenhalge faced the crowd, ‘rebuked 
its leaders and caused it to disperse. In 
March Coxey commenced organizing his 
industrial army in Ohio. Several simi- 
lar armies were organized in the east 
and west to march on Washington and 
demand financial relief from. congress. 
Coxey’s army reached Washington in 
May, but its leaders were arrested and 
fined for trespassing on the grass in 
the capitol grounds, and their followers 
disbanded ‘in a few weeks. 

In the west serious labor troubles 
brought business to a_ standstill, last 
spring, and the federal army was called 
out to preserve order during the great 
tie-up ordered by the American Railway 
Union out of sympathy for the car build- 
ers of Pullman. As a result of the 
strike, which caused a loss of hundreds 
of millions of dollars to the country, 
its leader, Eugene Debs, has been sen- 
tenced to jail for contempt of court. 
There were strikes in New York and 
other cities, but in no single instance 


‘did the strikers better their condition. 


Our foreign relations haye been un- 
eventful, with the exception of the Blne- 
fields incident. After a long controversy

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In the general elections of Noweditier the 


republican party swept the country. In 
thirty-one states elections teok place for 
state officers or members of state legis- 
ah Si twenty-one states electing gov- 
erRors. Representatives .in congress 
were elected in every state in the union, 
excepting Maine, Vermont and Oregon, 
which had previously elected solid re- 
publican delegations, with largely in- 
creased majorities. The results of both 
the state and congressional elections 


showed widespread and, indeed, unpre-— 


cedented republican gains, especially at 
the expense of the democrats in the 
south and the populists in the west. The 
solid south was broken. ° New Jersey, 
the one northern state which had stood 
stalwart for democracy in times of uni- 
versal party shipwreck, for the first time 
in her history sent a solid republican 
delegation to congress, Other states 
showed equally remarkable reversals of 
popular judgment. The net result of 
the congressional elections changed ap 
overwhelming democratic majority into 
a still more overwhelming republican 
majority. Some of the most prominent 
democratic congressmen failed of re- 
election, among them William L. Wilson, 
of West Virginia, the author of the Wil 
son bill; Hatch and Bland, of Missouri: 
Springer, of Ulinois, and Cummings aud 
Sickles, of New York. In the next sen- 
ate the two great parties will be abou 
evenly matched, with the populists hold- 
ing the balance of power. 

It has been an eventful year for the 
rest of the world. In England and Ger. 
many there has been a change of min 
istry. In France an assassin removed 
President Carnot, and in Russia the fear 
of assassination was largely instrumen- 
tal in causing the death of the ezar. 
Brazil has furnished one domestic war 
and is about to begin another. The 
greatest conflict of the year is the war 
between China and Japan, in which the 
latter has gained every battle, and is 
now in a position to dictate its own 
terms. 

The most important local event of the 
year is, of course, the rise and progress 
of the-Cotton States and Internationa! 
exposition, with which our readers are 
already familiar. Atlanta has more than- 
held her own during ‘ninety-four and 
enters the new year with indications of 
increasing prosperity on every hand 
As a rule, the south has suffered less 
from the prevailing depression than any 
other section. Her people have surplus 
food crops to sell, and they have met 
five-cent cotton by reducing expenses to 
the lowest figure. We have had a touch 
of hard times, but no such paralyzing 
blow as the east and tlie west have 
felt. 

Our people begin the new year hope- 
fully, but they feel that they owe their 
progress to their own hard work and 
hard economy. They have prospered 
and expect to_ prosper, not on: account 
of the government’s policy, but in spite 
of it. Today they gird up their loins 
anew, and face ‘ninety-five with the de- 
termination to take a leap forward if 
there any virtue in energy, nerve 
and grit!

A WAR RELIC. 


It Was Picked Up at the Battle of the 
Wilderness. 

Dr. N. P. Pratt, the well-known chemist, 
has a testament in his possession which 
was picked up at the Battle of the Wilder- 
ness. 

It was found near the body of Brigadier 
General James S. Wadsworth, of the fed- 
eral army, who wag either killed of des- 
perately wounded in the battle. 
~The book was given to Dr. Pratt by a 
gentleman in Carroll county, who requested 
him to locate, if possible, the owner and re- 
turn it to him. 

Dr. Pratt on November 23d last addressed 
a letter to the adjutant general of the 
United States army, telling of the relic, 
and asking if there was such a federal gen- 
eral killed at the Battle of the Wilderness. 

The reply was to the effect that General 
James S,. Wadsworth of the United States 
volunteers was killed at the Battle of the 
Wilderness on May 6, 1864, and that the last 
known address of his son, Craig W. Wads- 
worth, was at Genessee, N. Y., in 1867. 

On the inside front corner of the Testa- 
ment is a United States flag and under it 
the inscription: 

“To the defenders of their country. Pre- 
sented by the New York Bible Society, 
1864.”’ 

Between the pages of the’ book was a 
yellow lock of baby’s hair, tied with a pale 
blue ribbon. ;

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Architect Bruce Doss Hot Believe There’s 
Immediate Danger in the Walls. 


MRs- TULLER HAS MOVED, HOWEVER 


Dr. A. W. Calhoun Is Not Particularly 
Elated Over the Situation — More 
» About the Insurance Side, 


According to Architect A. C. Bruce, who 

is a man experienced in such affairs, there 
is absolutely no danger of the condemned 
valls of the Venable building falling. 
. This, too, despite the condemnation placed 
upon the big building by the joint commit- 
tee from council, and that Mrs. W. H. 
Tuller has deserted her home, while Dr. 
A. W. Calhoun is preparing to leave his 
oifice untenanted. 

Through their attorney, €birnel W. C. 
Glenn, Dr. Calhoun and’ Mrs. Tuller, who 
own buildings directly to the north of the 
Verable building and adjoining it, have 
scught to have the walis taken down before 
trey fall. Where has been a great deal of 
arxtety felt in this direction by the 
Metsrs. Venable themselves, and they have 
in no way sought to block any action of 
council. 

It is well known that the bricks in the 
building are very old and crumbly. They 
scaked up the water on the night of the 
fire and the freeze followed. It is feared 
when it begins to thaw that a collapse of 
the walls will follow. There has been 
much discussion upon this line, into which 
the insurance men have dived. It is claim- 
ed by some of the insuance men that their 
companiezx will not be responsible for the 
damage done by the tearing down of the 
walls, but will simply: pay for the actual 
fire and water damage. Others or the in- 
surance men simply say that it is a matter 
for .the future and that the appraisemént 
will be looked after by a committee which 
was appointed several days ago and which 
is at work. 

Mrs. Tuller, who lives just beyond Dr. 
Calboun’s office, in a home which she has 
occupied with her family for many years, 
began moving out Saturday and completed 
it yesterday afternoon. She feared that a 
tumbling down of the walls might place 
the life of some member of her family in 
danger and rather than permit this se 
moved. 

Dr. Calhoun has not , been especially 
pleased with the situation. He. has stated 
that he has been informed by his attor- 
ney that the city will pe responsible for 
any loss of life or property that may otcur 
by reason of the wails falling, but that 
what he desires is not a recoupment of 
losses; but an immiunity from any danger.

THE NEW YEAR’S RUN. 


Cap Joyner and His Men Had a Slip- 
pery Run This Morning. 

Last year Chief Joyner and his depart- 
ment were summoned out to the eastern 
limits of the city to answer an alarm from 
the last box in that direction, and did not 
return until early this morning, the follow- 
ing year. 

It was a remarkable run, one that none 
of the men who took part in it will ever 
forget.

POSTMASTER “AMOS FOX» INTERVIEWED 


A Number of Applications for Help at 
the Headquarters o! tre Atlanta 
Charitable Association, 


The prevailing opinion that there is less 
want in Atlanta than during the past 
two years is not shared by Dr. Amos Fox, 
who has always been actively identified 
with works of charity. 

“The suffering in Atlanta is greater than 
I have known it for, twenty years,” said 
he yesterday afternoon. “This cold weather 
has been a great affliction to the poor 
people, especially since “a great many of 
them are out of work and in a destitute 


and starving condition. 

*“T gave an order to a2 man for a few 
provisions teday,”’ continued Dr. Fox, “and 
I’lk warrant you there is not a better nor 
more skillful workman in the state of Geor- 
gia. He is sober and industrious, and yet, 
in spite of these qualifications, he is thrown 
out of work during these hard times be- 
cause there is: nothing for him to do. I 
think the people of Atlanta should open 
their pocketbooks to reiieve the wants of 
these afflicted people, who are not able to 
procure work and who are in absolute 
need of food and shelter during this cold 
weather.”’ 

This appeal in behaif of the poor people 
of the city, coming from such’a man as 
Dr. Fox, who stands among the leading and 
influential men of the community, should 
cause the people of Atlanta to act imme- 
diately in this important matter and to 
bring their practical sympathy and help to 
the speedy relief of the situation.. 

For the next few days the streets of 
the city will be in a bad condition on ac- 
count of the slush and mud caused by 
the melting of the snow. The atmosphere 
will continue to be crisp and cold and 
the conditions will scarcely be improved 
so far as the temperature is concerned. 
Unless relief is given to the poor people 
without delay their sufferings will be 
greatly augmented by the continuance of 
this unpleasant weather. . 

More Help Is Needed. 

A number of applications for help were 
made to Superintendent Turner at the 
headquarters of the Atlanta Charitable As- 
sociation Yesterday. 

It was distressing to read the signs of 


want and poverty depicted on the faces of - 


these needy applicants for food and shel- 
ter. Poorly clad and poorly fed, they pre- 
sented ‘a sad picture to the well-dressed 
people who passed along the street and 
who casually glanced into the open door. 

Many of these applicants were white 
people thrown out of employment and who 
have been unable to procure work of any 
kind. 

The superintendent of the association de- 
sires all who are able to contribute to the 
relief of the poor in the way of provisions 
or money to send them to the headquarters 
of the association this morning. 

A- number of donations were sent in yes- 
terday, but these will not be sufficient to 
meet the pressing demands of absolute 
charity and the appeal for help to the 
well-to-do citizens of the community is 
again renewed. 

Numerous families are in destitute cir- 
cumstances, and the burden of suffering 
falls heavily upon the old people and 
young children who are the innocent vit- 
tims of this frightful pwisitation. 

The church-going a@@d philanthropic peo- 
ple of Atlanta will no doubt rally to the as- 
siftance of the poor people of the city 
this morning and everything that is need- 
ful to promote their comfort will be sent to 
the headquarters .of the Charitable Asso- 


-Clation this morning.

The visible supply showed another large 
increase, approaching closer than before 
to 90,000,000 bushels, which mark it is cer- 
tain to reach and exceed in the near fu- 
ture. This is the greatest weight upon the 
market. While conservative peopie till 
advise purchases on concessions, it he- 
comes more and more evident every: day 
that the presence of such large stocks will 
prevent, as we have all along maintained, 
any material advance in prices. The hope 
of the buil is that visible supplies are ex- 
ceedingly small—that the bulk of the wheat 
is in sight and that farmers will do but 
little marketing until the new crop year. 
It is to be noted that primary receipts, 
as the above table shows, fell off last weck 
very materially. But the cause is also to 
be noted—bad weather. The blizzard in 
the west brought the railroads to a@ stand- 
still. Hence the interruption to the grain 
movement. Aside from the falling off in 
receipts, developments were generally bear- 
ish, and resulted in the liquidation aiready 
referred to. There was much taik about a 
shortage in the Argentine crop. The har- 
vest in that country is near at hand. There 
is, however, no golid evidence that it will 
be a poor one; for, as it approaches, it 
throws its shadow before. Thouglhful oper- 
ators can see no hope of a return of high 
prices for ‘this\:country’s product, with 
Argentine and other competitors producing 
greater and increasing crops. Continued 
heavy shipments of wheat from the latter 
countries seemed to have demoralized the 
markets of importing countries. ‘Thus, last 
week nearly 7,250,000 bushels were put afloat 
for western Europe and the United King- 
dom. That was about 750,000 busheis more 
than the estimated requirements of all the 
importing countries. he effect ou Liver- 
pool and other markets, including our own, 
was, of course, bearish. Coincidently, al- 
though prices here were practically as low 
as ever before, foreigners were poor buy- 
ers, which was natural, considering the 
week’s large exports from competing coun- 
tries. From this country exports decreased 
materially, the above table shows. To- 
gether with the foregoing bearish incidents 
was an increase in The Price Current's 
estimate of the American crop of 1834 to 
515,000,000 bushels. The Price Current also 
Stated that more corn was being fed to 
stock and less wheat. The wheat feeding 
argument, therefore, was less potent than 
before. Yet it should be borne in mind 
that there has been and will continue to 
be a larger consumption of wheat for feed- 
ing purposes than in any previous year. At 
the close a fractional rally followed re- 
perts of cholera in Argentine, though such 
reports were not copfirmed. 

Corn showed considerable strength at 
times, but finally weakened with wheat. 
The blizzard in the west was used as a bull 
argument by the traders and was expect- 
ed seriously to curtail receipts. It wus a 
counterfeit bull argument at best, Pecuuse 
any falling off in receipts resulting from 
it would be temporary. In point of fact, 
such falling off was less ‘than anticipated. 
There was a large increase in the visible 
supply. Lllinois farmers continued to ship 
the product to Chicago in large yuantities, 
though from the great surplus states re- 
ceipts were nil. It seems that the corn 
crop of the states east of the Mississippi 
has been underestimated. If receipts con-

THE PRINCIPAL EVENT OF 1895 


Many ImpfoVements Made in the City, 
' #m Bailroads, Businessand 
- Other Fields. 


“Finis” has been written to the story of 
18%. Its achievements and its failures be. 
long to a closed chapter of the romance of 
history. In the uncertain drama of the 
year Atlanta has played no bad part. 

The year just ended was signalized by 
the inception and the successful launching 
of the great exposition enterprise, which 
in the year just begun will bear rich fruit. 


This stands high above all other events 
as the achievement of the year. In busi- 
“ness, in industry, in railroads, in property 
improvement, in public government, in re- 
-igious and school work, forward steps 
have been taken. One of the most notable 
educational projects of the year is the 
Boys’ High school building, which is now 
in course of construction. 

A review of the year reveals an interest- 
ing story, not without improvement in al- 
most every line. 

The Year with the Railroads. 

The year 1894 was an eventful and im- 
portant one in the annals of Atlanta's rail- 
roads. Many changes and reorganizations 
The new order of things not 
only affected short and unimportant lines, 
but systems immense in themselves were 
consolidated with others equally as large. 

The greatest revolution in railroad cir- 
cles of the year was the absorption of about 
thirty railroads, having a total mileage of 
4,380 miles, and their reorganization and 
consolidation into the Southern railway 
system. The outright purchase of such 
wealthy and extensive railroads as the 
Richmond and Danville, the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia, and the Georgia 
‘Pacific by one syndicate was an event that 
completely revolutionized railroading in 
the south. 

The vastness and immensity of this great 
enterprise was difficult of comprehension 
by the people and there are many still un- 
acquainted with the fact that the Southern 
railway lines-comprise the 1: ast railroad 
system in the world, operated. by a sin- 
gle charter. There are other lines that 
have more mileage than the Southern, but 
they are comprised of several different 
companies, which simply work together 
for convenience. 

It is expected that the foundation ‘of this 
giant corporation will be of great benefit 
to Atlanta, and this section. The organi- 
zation of the system was the leading event 
of the year and will! go down in the records 
as such. 

Another important event in southern rail- 

road interests was the Appointment of Mr. 
George. C. Smith to succeed Captain Ed- 
mund lL. Tyler.as general manager of the 
Atlanta and West Point and Western Rail- 
way of Alabama. Captain Tyler filled that 
position for many years. 
Mr. Smith assumed the position on 
tember ist, and since that time has 
the plaudits of railroad people for the able 
management he. has-given the road. Mr. 
Smith was also made president of the two 
roads and he established a new official of 
the lines—that of superintendent—and ap- 
pointed to it Mr. Joseph Herrin, with 
headquarters at Monigomery. Previous to 
that time the roads had no superipiendent, 
the duties of that official being looked af- 
ter by the general manager. 

The appointment of Mr. B. W. Wrenn 
as passenger traffic manager of the Plant 
railroad and steamship lines, which takes 
effect today, was the last event of the year 
of note.

In the State Courts. 

The state courts have had a busy time of 
it during the past year. There have been a 
number of important civil cases disposed 
of by Judges Lumpkin, Van Epps and 
Westmoreland, but the most important 
work has been that of Judge Richard Clark, 
who presides over the -criminal superior 
court. 

Féremost of these comes the Will Myers 
case, It ended in his conviction. There 
was wide:interest taken in his case, and 
every day during the trial the courtroom 
was crowded. The newspapers all over 
the country devoted several columns a day 
to it, and for sometime it was the sensa- 
tion of the day. Alex Carr was put on 
trial last year for the murder of Captain 
King, and despite strenuous efforts to prove 
him insane, he was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to hang on the same day that 
Myers’s execution is named for. Adolphus 
Duncan, the hegro,- was tried and sen- 
tenced to hang on-the llth of this month. 
Herschel McDonald was tried for the mur- 
der of Mike Fontano and was found not 
guilty. ‘ 

These three cases were all disposed of 
within a month and kept the superior court 
officials very busy. 


The County Commissioners, 

The county commissioners have deserved 
a great deal of credit for their work during 
the past year.. The old board as it, now 
stands will be no longer in existence after 
Wednesday. As it is the present officials 
have much to congratulate themselves on. 

One of the most important moves was 
the establishment of a force of county 
police and placing at their head a capable 
and efficient officer, Green Conn, who has 
done a great deal toward maintaining a 
fine esprit du corps by the example he has 
set. An addition of several hundred acres 
was made to the poorhouse grounds, a 
move which was considered to be a wise 
one by the members. The convicts were 
also loaned to the exposition company for 
the purpose of grading the grounds for 
the buildings. The board has also twice 
ordered bond elections for the purpose of 
building a county jail. The last election 
ordered takes place tomorrow. There are 
many important minor matters, but these 
stand out from all other business trans- 
acted by the board as worthy of special 
note. 

Among the County Officials. 


The administration of 1894 in both the 
offices of Ordinary Calhoun and Judge 
Tanner, the clerk of the superior court, 
was signalized by a complete set of new 
record safes. Instead of the old wooden 
filing boxes, both these offices now have 


+ 
improvements have taken place which 
gives to the custom housé¢ every conveni- 
ence.. Mr. Park Morrill, the star observer, 
has been transferred from his position at 
the head of the local weather bureau to 
the national headquarters in Washington. 
He has been succeeded by Captain George 
E. Hunt, who has taken charge of the 
Dureau with a skilfull understanding of 
his buginess, and who bids fair to increase 
the efficfency and popularity of the service. 
Captain Hunt has inaugurated a new sys- 
tem of cold weather signals, and kas placed 
his weather flags on several of the prin- 
cipal buildings of the city. Among these 
@re the Aragon hotel, the Gould building 
and J. M. High's dry goods establishment. 
Captain Hunt has also made a decided im- 
provement in the service of issuing the 
weather bulletins to the merchants of the 
city an hour earlier each day. This has 
greatly facilitated the business of ship- 
ping. 

A large number of important suits have 
been filed during the year; a large number 
of these growing out of railroad litigation. 

The criminal business of the district court 
has been very heavy during the year, and 
the trial of the whitecappers introduced 
one of the most thrilling chapters in Geor- 
gia criminal history. 

The trial of the kuklux gang for assault- 
ing William A. Roper for giving .informa- 
tion in regard to illicit dfstillerie#s” was one 
of the most interesting court proceedings 
of the year. The five men on trial were all 
convicted.and sentenced for a term of 
years in the Ohio penitentiary. 

Jim Lawshe’s trial, a few weeks ago, for 
counterfeiting, was another important héar- 
ing before Judge Newman. The trial of A. 
W. Ballew, for cheating an old negro 
woman out of $1,800 pension money, when 
his legitimate fee was only $25, was another 
interesting case, The case resulted in con- 
viction, but a motion for a new trial is 
now pending before Judge Newman and will 
be decided in a few days. In the Blan- 
kenship case, which was tried a few days 
ago, the prisoners were all acquitted. The 
alleged murderer.of Henry Worley will be 
tried this month. 

The Year with the Police. 

The police department made rapid strides 
to the front during the past year. The ad- 
dition of a number of men to the force 
of patrolmen, the reorganization accord- 
ing to the new rules made out by the board 
of commissioners, the extinction of the 
tin-horn gambling element, and the war 
against -the illegitimate sale of liquor, 
were the especial features of the year’s 
work. 
general character of its men, the prompt 

The exposition year finds this department 
of the city in thorough system. In the 
efficiency of the officers, and the up-to-date- 
ness of the chief, the Atlanta police force 
rivals and, in many respects, excels many 
larger and richer cities. 

During the past year seventeen new men 
have been added to the force ahd all of 
them have proven themselves faithful pro- 
tectors of the peace. Sometime ago it oc- 
curred to Chief Connolly that the rules of 
the force needed revision, as the patrolmen 
were operating under the same regulations 
in use thirteen years -before. He imparted 
this idea to several of the commissioners, 
and as a result a committee was appointed 
for framing the new laws. The rules were 
presented to the council and adopted by 
that body. tecently they have been put 
into effect and their results ‘are clearly 
noticeable. 

The detective departéhent, under the di- 
rection of Captain Wright, has signalized 
itself by the extermination as far as pos- 
sible of the professional gambling element. 
As a result gaming dens have been abol- 
ished and the “tin horn” is an absent 


factor. 


The detective and police department have 
both been assiduous in their efforts to rid 
the city of blind tigers. Scarcely.a Sun- 
day has passed during the fall months but 
a number of the low dives and lawless re- 
sorts has been pulled in. The drug-store 


tigers have been the object of continued 
attacks. Cases have been made against 
most of the prominent drug stores upon 


this charge, and this feature of illegitimate 
whisky traffic,has been almost blotted out. 
Detective Wooten has been a live agent 
in the war against blindtigerism. 

Only a few important cases have been 
handled. The capture of Myers and. the 
work on that case was the greatest affair 
in the criminal line. Recently the capture 
of Wells and Rowe and the finding of Felt- 
men, the Coweta county desperado, who 
murdered Marshal Hardy, of Senoia, have 
been the biggest strokes of police work. 

Fewer city cases have been docketed the 
past year than were’ made in 1893. The 
cases during the year past numbered 10,850, 
a falling off of over 300 hundred cases from 
the preceding year. 

Plans for the coming year are extensive. 
The exposition will bring another increase 
in the number of men, and an additional 
appropriation for the operation of this de- 
partment will have to be made. A separ- 
ate police system will be established at the 
exposition grounds.

It is also probable that a branch station 
house will be erected in the western part of 
the city during the coming year. The in- 
street will, beyond question, necessitate the 
building of an extra police station house.

"THEY SAY a CUM BUYS THE MEAT

sired in the City.

Whatever nity be the differential raté on 
foreign refine] sugar, or its bearing .upon 
American mers in the Buropean market, 
which George. Davis and J. Steriing Mor- 
ton are worting about in. Washington, 
there is onecbrunch of animal; industry : 
that seems tde unaffected by tariff bills, 
reciprocity ateements or differentials. 
Emperor Willgn may grumble about Amer- 
ican meats, t& Danish king may lay an 
embargo upormur hogs and the cattle from 
Texas, and Fince may sneer at our cereal 
and sansage, lt there is one country that 
pines for ourproducts o¢ a certain kind. 
That is Belgim. 

The particur product that Eecigium 
wants is curhorse meat. At first blush 
people might }el shocked at anybody call. 
ing upon Chicro for horse meat, but then 
‘hicago is prad of her ability to furnish 
anything und} the sun to anybody that 
wants it, and bnce the growih of the horse 
industry—the joucheries des chevaux—as 
the Belgians fouwld put it. ‘Butchers of 
horses”’ are wil known in Paris--by mu- 
nicipal reguiathn they are compelled to ac- 
knowledge thir calling. In Chicago no 
such regulatid obtains. The industry is 
imited as ye} and prejudice alone will 
keep most eveybody from being deceive. 
Yet there arehRt least three horse-killing 
establishmeutspn the southern outskirts, 
and two or ithrp more chevaliers de cheval 
stand ready tofd into the business as soon 
G&S @ suppiy of jaterial is assured. 

The three brse-killing establishments 
Known to be itiexistence are in the neigh- 
borhood of Haimond, Ind., and the open- 
ness with edicie nes do business has arous- 
ed the authories of that state. Nobody 
knows just whjthe killing of a horse for 
food should cate the state authorities a 
spasm, but the rouble is on, and the next 
legislature of |Adiana will attack it on 
Roby lines—protct the horse when living 
from abuse and}ee that his carcass. shall 
not be eaten vhen dead. 

Where gan Are Slanghtered, 

The thrée estdlishmcnts at Hammond 
are of modest prdentio. They are hidden 
away in thé wood, and without a pilot are 
hard to find. Thiy are not in the towns 
each one is.a tnilé or nore away in a se- 
‘cluded spot. At @ch oi the places from 
‘three to ten horses a day are slaughtered. 
It must be remembered that these are not 
rendering places cr glue factories or fertil- 
izing mills; they are veritable horse 
Slaughter houses, wherz animals are dis- 
posed of for their hides ari the food their 
flesh will afford. 

As was said the butchers make no secret 
of their industry. They admit that they 
buy horses— decrepit brutes, old, worthless, 
attenuated, disabled, halt, maimed and 
blird—and «ill them for their hides and 
their meat; for their blood, their offal and 
their bones. The hides and hoofs and bones 
find a legitimate home market, apart from 
pepular prejudice; the blood and offal’ are 
likewise disposed of, and the méat—well, 
all the horse butchers swWear by all the gods 
that every pound of meat goes to Belgiurn 
‘and through Beigium to France. in prvuof 
they show you their barrels and casks 
ready for shipment, and their shipping re- 
ceipts from one of Mr. Vanderbilt's rali- 
roads. 

Of the three horse futcheries’ within a 
mile and a half of Hammond, two are in 
Indiana amd the third; the principal one, 
is im Illinois, county of Cook, township of 
Thornton, village of West Hammond. Thé 
one run most openly is that of Victor De- 
zuetten, a Belbian, a young man with a lost 
leg, said to have been lost on the railway 
battlefields of last summer. “Victor,’’ as he 
is called, has no secrets. He openly admits 
his business, which, he says, is to buy 
horses worthless for any other purpose, 
kill them, dispose of their hides and refuse, 
and ship the meat to Europe. Victor has 
a plant a mile or so east of the town of 
Hammond,.in the woods. He has rented a 
barn and turned it into shambles. 

Everything Scrupulously Clean. 

It must be said for Victor that he keeps 
everything scrupulously clean. The Herald 
man reached the place just as the last of 
the eleven horses killed that morning were 
being quartered and hung up. It gives one 
a queer feeling. to go into horse shambles. 
The hides, with the long manes and tails, 
were being tied up and salted. The plat- 

form, with its surrounding gutters of biood, 
the hooks upon which hung the huge sec- 
tions of horse meat, dripping; the great 
hearts, for it miufst be known that a horsé’s 
heart is twice as large as that of an ox: 
the “lights,” the tongues, the livers—al] 
carefully cleansed and trimmed for human 
food. 

They “butcher’’ a horse’s carcass diff- 
erently from the ox. The vertebrae and the 
ribs are segregated—in fact, as much of the 
bony structure as possible is removed. 

“We salt the meat,” said Victor, “‘but the 
bones go-to the bone miil at the stock- 
yards.” } 

Hence the great piles of ribs, shanks and 
hoofs that marked the feature of the day’s 
killing., Another pile of meat cut in little 
chunks, weighing from two_otinces to half 
a pound, Victor was silent about. They were 
the “trimmings” of the larger pieces’ and 
wholly unfit for the pickle barrel. Victor 
Said “all such refuse was thrown away,” 
but Morris Wise, who disposes of the hides 
from .that factory, stuffed a very soiled 
handkerchief in his mouth and laughed 
when told of this. \ ;, 

“Bosh!” said hg, “that all goes up to 
Archer avenue.” ~ 

Victor, however, denies that 2a pound of 
his horse meat finds its way to Chicago. 

No, sir; that which we don’t ship to Eu- 
rope or turn into glue or fertilizer, we burn 
‘or bury in the ground.” 


Placed in the Pickle Barrels. 


Victor’s horse shamble is a ionely place’ in 
the pines. A big barn, where the killing is 
done, Which includes the cold storage and 
the barrels for pickling: Forty. of these 
barrels of brine were there. Twenty more 
‘were on the skids waiting for a freight 
car to carry them off. At the rear of the 
barn ig a corai, in which.were sixteen 
horses. 

“They just came in this morninc.” ic 
Morris Wise, thr hide man, “and 7 Sepa 
we'll get some more this afternoon. Our 
man Is out.’’ .

Owned by a Chicage Man. — 
This is am institution about which mere 
or less of a mystery is préserved. it 1s 
known that a Chicago man owns it., The 
owner in Chicago cannot be found out. He 
is believed to have an ordinary butcher 
shop in Hyde park. The stene of opera- 
tions is about two miles from Hammond, 
on the line of the Michigan Central rail- 
road, but every window of the small, low 
frame building is barred up. On ail the 
doors is inscribed, “Keep out.’’ A plain, 
double door, closed, seemed to invite at- 
tention, and The Herald reporter pushed 
it in. He found himself in a dense atmos- 
phere and amid stifling odors. 

‘“Hi-hi!” was yelled at him as he went in. 
“T want to find the office.” 

‘Well, I'm the office,” said a fat man with 
bare arms covered with dirt and blood. 
“De droubles is you all visitors bother me.” 
* “Rut I'm not a visitor,” was the reply. 
“J waht to see you kill the. horses and 
talk to you awhile.” 

The man drew a:long breath and said: 
“Vell, vot you want?” 

“lI want to go through your establish- 
ment: I want to see how you do business. 
I want to know why you close all your 
doors and shut your windows.” 

He was a good-natured fellow. Pretty 
soon he wiped the bleod off his arms and 
said: 

“Der troubles 
come around.”’ 

By. this time the steam and heat had 
adjusted themselves and the eyesight was 
good. In one end of the room Was the 
slaughter pen and a few feet removed were 
the cold storage hooks, where dangled the 
carcasses of twenty horses. A great pile 
of ribs stood in one end of another room 
and adjacent was a steam tank, from 
which one could see the golden drip of the 
equine tallow oozing. A sausage mill was 
pounding away in another corner. It was 
running not too rapidly, but majestically, 
and a man who had unbent a bit, said: 

“Vell now vat you want to know?’ 
“Take me through your establishment,” 
was the suggestion. 

Great Caution Is Exercised. 

“G can’t do it,” said the man, “because 
there is*"a Chicago man who owns this 
establishment, and that is enough for me. 
My name is Israel—no, I won't tell you my 
first name. Now, what dé you want to 
know ?” 

“How many horses do you kill here a 
week?’ 

“All we can get,” said Israel. 

“How many is that?’ 

“Not as many as we can handle. We 
have buyers out all the time. Sometimes 
they buy ten a day; sometimes only three 
or four—see how it is? We Have now about 
twenty out there. Tomorrow we have a 
killing.”’ 

“And you kill horses for what?’ 

“Every pound of ineat goes to Belgium 
and France. The hides and bones stay 
here.”’ , ‘ 

“How about that sausage mill?” 

“Its product goes to’ Europe. It goes 
mixed with pork and cased in beef gut.” 

“Sure?” 

‘‘Dead sure.”’ 

“Will you let me see the material that 
goes into that mill?’ 

“No; my Chicago partner won't let me.’’ 

“You say your is Israel. What is 
your first name?’ 

“That don’t matter. Now, look here; my 
business is a butcher and 1] don’t Want my 
name used.’”’ ’ 

The stench of the place was awful and 
the visitor was glad Ao get out. But Mr. 
Israel’ Was kind enough to say that the 
stench came from the offal and that 
the sausage was made from the best and, 
purest of meat. 

‘“‘Horse ‘meat?’ was asked. 

“Certainly, but it is the best and choicest 
and best selected. It is mixed with pork and 
beef. Anyhow, it all goes to Belgium, and 
I don’t see what you fellers have got to 
kick about.’’ . 7 -" 

J. P. Davis, who is a justice of the 
peace of Hammond, aad who also runs an 
express wagon route, laughs at the idea 
of the horse product going altogether to 
Belgium. He says: 

“My wagons have carried a good deal of 
the product up to Archer avenue. Of course 
it goes there. The sausage meat goes up in 
pails and tubs and there is a place up there 
,On Archer avenue where they mix it or 
cee Bota into sausages—these little 

Sausages. Look out for ’em. 

They’re hoss meat.”

“The uncle had said that enough horses 
are not to be found in HKeigium = woaply 
the demand.

cents for,.the bones, and all the meat is 
clear profit. The bulk of it goes into bar- 
rels, and after two weeks is Shipped to 
Antwerp, where it gy the usual price 
of horse beef, which, think, is 6 or’ 8 
cents a pound. The shipments by carload 
lots don’t cost half a cent a pound, and 
you see the profit. 

““No,’”’ added Dr. Merz, “I don’t think it 
would pay them to ship the bulk of the 
carcasses to Chicago in any form. Trim- 
mings and tallow may go there—trimmings 
for sausage, and tallow for its various 
uses—but [ know the bulk of the horse 
beef goes to Europe. What they do with 
it when it gets there the Lord only kbows. 
Yes,” continued the doctor, “these frank- 
furter sausages so-called, the bologna of 
the free lunch counter, are all made of 
horse fiesh. They are good sometimes if 
a man is nungry, and has horse radish to 
go with them. Nagy, don’t make a joke of 
that radish idea,’’ and the doctor's eyes 
gleamed through his spectacles. 

The curing process in both the establish- 
ments visited is much the same. ‘The 
horses are killed in the same. manner as 
oxen. Butchers perform the same fune- 
tions, with the same gleaming knives, but 
when it comes to dismembering the carcass 
it.is different. The ribs are stripped, af; 
ter the manner of pigs, and the hindquart-' 
ers are cyt, so that nobody could tell what 
manner of animal it could have come from. 
~ithere is littie tallow from the kind of 
horses that find their way here. There is 
a kind of weak and watery blood, a sort 
of yellowish liquid, that oozes from the 
flesh after the carcass has hung up a few 
hours, but little note is taken of it. The 
big dark hunks of “beef’’ could not be 
distinguished from the cured article. of 
the bovine animal. 

Will the wae 4 of $% horses cqual the 
demand of the ammond shambies? It 
is doubtful. Victor says the upset price is 
%. They have men scouring the county 
of Cook, in Illinois, and e@ county, in 
Indiana, hunting horses at that price or 
The buyers remove the property, 
which is a consideration, previded, of 
course, the horse cen walk. If an animal 
suffers a broken leg and cannot move, 
the packerics have no use for him, but 
so long as he can shuffle along on three 
legs, or two, even, he is welcome to his 
dismal fate in the pines.
